We have just closed our last district 
convention for this year. Each con- 
vention was more than a success. The 
Lord truly was in our midst, and the 
spirituality was grand. For the nine 
conventions last year the mission of- 
ferings were in the amount of $856.48. 
This year the offerings amounted to 
$2,145.47 with a net gain over last year 
of $1,288.99. This gives the State of 
Mississippi the sum of $1,072.74 for 
home missions, and headquarters $1,- 
072.73 for foreign missions. These 
figures do not include the $1 per mem- 
ber which has amounted to something 
over $2,000. Our district offerings 
amounted to almost as much as was 
raised last year, including the $1 per 
member. We have some of the best 
of the best people in the whole world, 
including Georgia—Clyde C. Cox, 
overseer of Mississippi.

We had service in our new church 
building Sunday. The service was 
wonderful.

Relative to our efforts in regard to 
home missions in South Dakota, we 
are having good services at. Webster. 
I was there over four weeks and the 
last week things began to break and 
four came to the altar, and there are 
other indications that give us hopes 
of establishing a work there. This is 
where the evangelistic fund is being 
used. Brother Thompson is there and 
also conducts services in the neigh- 
boring towns. It was my privilege to 
preach in an Evangelical Free Church 
about forty miles north of Webster. 

We have just completed our district 
conventions, and while it is impos- 
sible to make a report comparable 
with others that have large member- 
ships and lots of defense money, yet 
we are glad to state that last year the 
mission offerings were $631.55, and 
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this year $1,317.57—Glyndon Logsdon, 
overseer, North and South Dakota. 

We have had wonderful conventions 
with fine attendance, good, sweet 
unity and fellowship among the 
saints; and, most of all, the good pres- 
ence of the Lord in every service. Of- 
ferings have doubled those of last 
year. All conventions have exceeded 
my expectations in every way. 

The water question in the southern 
part of the state is getting pretty 
serious. We visited seven churches 
down there last week and held a dis- 


* trict convention over the week-end. It 


rained every day and night, and part 
of the time there were rain storms. 
The water looked like a river over 
the highway. That part of the state 
is really coming out. Parma has a 
new parsonage. Vicksburg is rebuild- 
ing theirs, and it will be like new; in 
fact, most of it is new. Dudley church 
is being finished and looks real nice, 
has brick siding. We dedicated it 
Sunday night. Caruthersville is en- 
larging their church building. We 
have one new work on that district 
too. The folk down that way seemed 
to be encouraged to press on.—G. R. 
Watson, overseer of Missouri. 

Everything is moving along very 
nicely. I was at Waterloo this past 
week and secured one of the finest 
church buildings in the city to start 
the work there. I think there is a 
wonderful opportunity in that city. 

Our mission rallies are starting off 
wonderfully. At Davenport we had a 
mission offering of $153, and at Lynn- 
ville yesterday we had an offering of 
$100. Jeffering has a plan for an of- 
fering of $150. Each church is run- 
ning about $3 per member. We also 
have a very nice work going at Harvey. 
We are praying God to make this our 
greatest year.—J. L. Goins, overseer 
of Iowa. 


I thought I would write and tell you 
a few things about the Canada con- 
vention as Brother Pospisil, the over- 
seer, asked me to come and be the 
guest speaker for them. The glory of 
the Lord was with us from the be- 
ginning to the end, and I praise His 
name for it.

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Reflections 


Never in my life have I seen at any 
meeting less selfishness than was 
manifested at the meeting of the 
Evangelicals. There was an absence 
of aspiration for office, leadership, 
special privileges or position. It 
seemed the desire of every minister 
to promote and protect other minis- 
ters and denominations. It was my 
privilege to attend the meetings of 
the evangelistic work group, under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Daniel Iver- 
son, D. D. The three things agreed up- 
on by the committee as essential to 
soul-saving were: (1) a prayer pro- 
gram, (2) intensive and extensive 
preaching, and (3) in every denomi- 
nation, every preacher’s feeling free 
to establish his own rules, plans, and 
methods of carrying on his campaigns. 
The Holy Ghost seemed to place His 
approval upon this decision, and the 
ministers gave it their overwhelming 
endorsement. 


It was very gratifying to me to hear 
the following appointments: J. H. 
Walker, member of Constitution Com- 
mittee and member of the Board of 
Administration, composed of twenty- 
five representatives; E. C. Clark, mem- 
ber of Publications Committee; E. L. 
Simmons, member of Public Relation 
Committee; and M. P. Cross, member 
of Nominating Committee. 


During the banquet it seemed that 
one could feel the sacredness of home 
life as his soul sang over and over 
“Home Sweet Home” and “He brought 
me to the banqueting house, and His 
banner over me was love.” The con- 
clusion of that great convention, 
which was sealed with prayers, while 
we were on our knees, and baptized 
with tears, is never to be forgotten.—

It was indeed a privilege to attend 
the convention of Evangelicals for 
United Action. Surely never a finer 
group of interdenominational minis- 
ters ever met together. The solemn yet 
pleasant look in the countenances of 
those noble men made it clear that 
they had come for business and not 
play. They seemed to realize fully the 
seriousness of their task and the 
gravity of the undertaking, but with 
boldness, frankness, and _ brotherly 
feeling, they freely entered into the 
discussions in the various study 
groups. It seemed evident that they 
were so conscious of the crisis that 
Christianity faces and of the urgent 
need for the practice and promulga- 
tion of the great fundamental truths 
of Christendom, upon which most all 
Protestant denominations are agreed, 
that they showed no desire even to 
think of controversies. Surely this is 
a good omen and, we trust, a prelude 
to a nation-wide revival and a mass 
movement toward God — powerful 
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enough in its scope to remold Amer- 
ican philosophy of religion, sociology, 
and democracy in the grooves of Bible 
thought. Long live the memories of 
this great convocation which we hope 
and believe will help to shape Amer- 
ican history in the future—uw. D. 
Tidwell. 


To me the outstanding characteris- 
tics of the Convention were: that 
there be unity of the brotherhood, 
that the line of demarcation be 
drawn and maintained between 
church and state, and that the em- 
bassy to the Vatican be recalled by 
the President of the United States. — 
R. R. Walker. 

The spirit of unity and freedom 
prevailed at the Convention, and the 
Spirit of God was certainly there. 
Tears flowed very freely, and prayers 
were offered constantly. “Oh, God, 
send us an old-time Pentecostal re- 
vival!” More than sixty different de- 
nominations were represented; and I 
was delighted in that I did not see a 
one of the representatives, out of the 
several hundred present, using tobac- 
co in any form. It seemed that all 
minds were working together for the 
glory of God, the advancement of His 
kingdom, and returning to the old- 
time Bible truths—Earl P. Paulk. 


As a committee, we drafted a reso- 
lution which showed the separation 
between church and state. It was 
agreed that since God ordained that 
there should be human government 
and that Jesus Christ is the head of 
the church, it is obvious that both 
state and church have their origin in 
the counsel of God and are designed 
to serve His purpose on earth. How- 
ever, being different in nature, each 
has its distinctive functions. 

I found that the principal aim of 
the entire meeting was to bring Pro- 
testantism in a closer union and spiri- 
tual fellowship; to recognize the work 
of grace wrought for us in Calvary by 
our Lord; to break down the walls of 
religious prejudice; and to unite all 
Protestants for the common good of 
spirituality for the masses—Paul H. 
Walker. 

Brother Zeno C. Tharp and I at- 
tended the Work Study Group on 
Christian Education and heard the 
discussion by Dr. Brady, which cen- 
tered around the question, “Why 
should we have an interest in educa- 
tion?” He showed that the influence 
of the gigantic evangelistic efforts of 
John Wesley is the foundation of our 
democracy and that our heritage of 
freedom comes from the source of 
evangelism. He traced the existence of 
many of our institutions of learning, 
Bible societies, and other Protestant 


missionary movements to the Wesley- 
ian movement, and showed that the 
American universities grew up. in the 
wake of evangelism. 


Dr. Benson, of the Evangelical 
Teachers Association, gave appreciat- 
ed information about the work of our 
Sunday Schools. Dr. Clarence Bauma 
made a strong appeal for Christian 
grade schools and stressed the need 
for Christian training in primary 
schools. After other valuable discus- 
sions, Brother Tharp and I went with 
a group on “Christian Colleges.” At 
this meeting some of the college pres- 
idents present discussed the dangers 
threatening our present educational 
program and the possibilities of the 
abolition of private schools and col- 
leges.—F. W. Lemons. 

The Convention, in our opinion, was 
a spiritual uplift to all the delegates. 
The first session was spent in sev- 
eral hours of prayer and expressions 
from those present. The stamp and 
approval of the Lord was with us in 
the first session and _ continued 
throughout the entire Convention. 


_ It was marvelous to notice the deep 
interest shown along the line of soul- 
Saving, and one could realize that the 
people at large are aware of the fact 
that “time is short,” and in the face 
of the days in which we are living all 
Christians everywhere should have 
at heart the work of the Lord.

Bomb Rome 


According to a poll of public opinion 
on the question “Do you think the 
Allied air force should bomb Rome?” 
the reply was 51 per cent “no”; votes 
“undecided,” 12 per cent; 37 per cent 
answered “yes.” The Catholics voted 
67 per cent of the “no” votes. Protes- 
tants voted 52 per cent “no.” Non- 
church members thought it a good 
idea and voted 47 per cent “yes,” 
and 40 per cent “no.” This question 
was not asked relative to military 
targets, according to Time, but simply 
of Rome. If military targets are le- 
gitimate targets anywhere, they cer- 
tainly would be as much so in Rome 
as anywhere else. 


If Your Knees Knock, Kneel on 
Them 
According to Time, these words 
were hung out as a sign on a church 
during the worst of the London blitz. 
An independent organization investi- 
gating the way in which ordinary 
people think and behave, gives evi- 
dence that the war has “urged the 
British to their knees.” These find- 
ings are not, however, encouraging to 
churchmen. A reported twenty per 
cent of those questioned, held no re- 
ligious belief. Those under forty years 
reported this twice as often as those 
who were above forty, and men twice 
as often as women. Of the remaining 
80 per cent, about half professed 
church membership. Fifty per cent 
pray from occasionally to regularly. 
The rest, it is reported, “never pray. 
Many who do pray merely say a 
prayer formed of childhood words. A 
prewar Gallup poll concerning 
church-going reported that about 25 
per cent said they attended church 
regularly. Observation has, however, 
put this figure at about 10 per cent. 
“In 1941 16 per cent declared the war 
had strengthened their faith; 9 per 
cent said it had weakened it. Last 
year 26 per cent found their religion 
stronger; the same percentage found 
it weaker.” Unfortunate it is, that 
during the hours of trial and distress 
men forsake the source of all true 
gratefulness and help.

Quisling Stock at a New Low 

A report coming out of Stockholm 
bv wireless states that Bishop Lars 
Froeyland, Quisling appointee, has re- 
instated two prominent Olso clergy- 
men who were dismissed from their 
pulpits over a year ago. An eighty- 
two-year-old Quislingite held service 
during the absence of the clergymen, 
during which time the average ai- 
tendance seldom exceeded two per-

Conscientious Objectors 


As of April 30, those interned in 
Civilian Public Service camps num- 
bered 4,308 individuals. There were 
2,129 farmers, 344 teachers, 207 build- 
ing tradesmen, 151 clerical workers, 
149 machinists and metal workers, 
113 college students. More than 200 
various occupations are reported. 

There were twenty-six farm man- 
agers, 1,632 general farmers, ninety- 
five stock farmers, sixty poultrymen, 
sixty-nine cash grain farmers andi 
seventy-nine unclassified. Among the 
number were also fifty-three accoun- 
tants and auditors, fifty-one engi- 
neers, thirty-one writers, editors, and 
reporters, sixty-one musicians and 
music teachers, seventy-eight social 
and welfare workers, twenty-eignt 
clergymen and divinity students, six- 
ty-three salesmen, three apiarists, 
one hunter and trapper, an oyster 
fisherman and finally a ball player.

Condemns Curtailment of Religious 
Conventions 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 17 (RNS)— 
Proposal for wartime curtailment of 
religious conventions was condemned 
by Dr. Daniel A. Poling, president of 
the World Christian Endeavor Union 
and pastor of the Baptist Temple, Phil- 
adelphia, in an address here at the 
74th annual convention of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of Penn- 
sylvania. 

“Let the church beware and let the 
churchmen beware,” he declared, “of 
those men and women who, in a false 
economy, assert that religious con- 
ventions should be abolished for the 
duration. If there ever -was justifica- 
tion for religious bodies to function, 
now is that time.”

Churchill Praises Religious Unity 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
not only pointed out that religion is 
the foundation stone of the home and 
family, but recognizes unity as an 
essential need to the best interest of 
religious development. In his recent 
message broadcast to the world the 
Prime Minister said: 

“There is another element which 
should never be banished from our 
system of education. Here we have 
freedom of thought as well as free- 
dom of conscience. Here we have been 
pioneers of religious toleration. 

“But side by side with all this has 
been the fact that religion has been 
the rock in the life and character of 
the British people, upon which they 
have built their hopes and cast their 
cares. 

“This fundamental element must 
never be taken from our schools and 
I rejoice to learn of enormous pro- 
gress that is being made among all 
religious bodies in freeing themselves 
from sectarian jealousies and feuds 
while preserving fervently the tenets 
of their own faith.”

INTRODUCTION 

This is one of the very simplest 
scriptures contained in the Word of 
God. Yet there are learned men, from 
the standpoint of worldly wisdom, 
who greatly complicate and grossly 
misinterpret this scripture. There are 
some who interpret this text as 
“Christ being lifted up in our lives, 
our testimonies, sermons and songs, 
and that through that medium He 
will save all men.” This is true to some 
extent but it is not the thought that 
the text carries, as we will prove later. 
THEN, there are others who hold that 


. the text implies His crucifixion and 


that through that sacrifice all men 
will be saved, REGARDLESS. Last 
of all, we have those who stand with 
the CONSERVATISTS in holding that 
the scripture in question does refer 
to His crucifixion upon the cross and 
that by that crucifixion all men shall 
be brought to a knowledge of salva- 
tion but that all men brought to such 
knowledge will not accept it. Thus we 
have the doctrine of the THEORISTS, 
the UNIVERSALISTS, and the CON- 
SERVATISTS. We as a church—and 
I as an individual—take the stand of 
the conservatists and I shall en- 
— to prove our stand in this ar- 
cle. 


“IF I BE LIFTED UP FROM 
THE EARTH” 

While it is true that we can lift the 
Lord up in our daily lives, our testi- 
monies, sermons and songs, yet this 
is not the thought of the text. It is 
equally true that, “WE CAN CRUCIFY 
HIM AFRESH and put Him to an 
open shame” by “falling away from 
the precepts of the Gospel and the 
plan of salvation.” But that is not the 
teaching of this scripture either. 

The fact that the text refers sole- 
ly to Christ’s crucifixion does not de- 
mand an argument in its support. 
THAT HIS BEING LIFTED UP FROM 
THE EARTH is just a figure of speech, 
as some would have you believe, is 
preposterous in face of such a plain 
statement as this: “This he said, sig- 
nifying what death he should die.” 
Nothing more than Christ’s death on 
the cross is referred to. To make more 
of it than this is merely theory and 
speculation and is unwarranted by 
the Scripture. 

In John 3:14 we read: “And as 
Moses lifted up the serpent in the 
wilderness, even so must the Son of 
man be lifted up.” The manner in 
which Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness was the same manner 
in which Christ was lifted up. 

It is the gospel of the cross the 
world needs. It is a powerful gospel. 
Paul said in 1 Cor. 2:2, “For I am de- 
termined not to know anything among 
you, save Jesus and him crucified.” 
Of this gospel of the cross he said in 
Rom. 1:16, “For I am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ: for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth; to the Jew first, 
and also to the Greek” (other nations

“And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, WILL DRAW ALL MEN UNTO 
ME. This he said, signifying what 
death he should die,” John 12:32, 33. 


than the Jews). Then again he said: 
“For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but un- 
to us that are saved it is the power 
of God,” 1 Cor. 1:18. 

Paul further states in Galatians 
6:14: “But God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, by whom the world is 
crucified unto me, and I unto the 
world.” You see by this Paul put a 
great estimation upon the CROSS OF 
CHRIST. “Why so great an estima- 
tion?” you ask. He answers: “That I 
may know him, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship of 
his sufferings, being made conform- 
able unto his death,” Phil. 3:10. 

What other teaching could be right- 
fully derived from my text than 
this? “None,” you say, and I'll agree. 
AND had it not been for the fact 
that our Lord was hung on the cross 
and crucified, the plan of salvation 
would never have been finished. Had 
He not cried with His dying breath, 
“IT IS FINISHED,” the whole world 
would have still been groping in 
darkness and heathen ignorance. Our 
lives would have still been stained 
with sin. SIN WOULD HAVE STILL 
BEEN AN INCURABLE AILMENT OF 
THE SOUL. But praise our King who 
was crucified and lives again, through 
Him we have a remedy for sin that 
has never failed. MY GLORY IS IN 
THE CROSS! Is yours? 


“WILL DRAW ALL MEN UNTO 
ME” 


Now, we shall discuss CHRIST AS 
THE GREAT MAGNET OF RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS. or in His power to DRAW 
MEN UNTO HIMSELF. His great 
statement. “I WILL DRAW ALL MEN 
UNTO ME.” has often been challenged 
by infidels and unbelievers, but with 
all the ungodly criticism they have 
heaped against Him, it has to be ad- 
mitted that HE IS THE MOST AT- 
TRACTIVE POWER FOR GOOD OF 
ALL AGES. To illustrate: An infidel 
of the agnostic type once accosted a 
prominent minister on this very 
scriptural statement. He said: “The 
Christ that you serve once said, I will 
draw all men unto me. but He hasn’t 
done it. Most men still go on in the 
same old rut as always. He must have

year ago, 75 per cent of the 

venereal infection in the armed 
forces in the United States could be 
traced to professional prostitutes. To- 
day, 80 per cent of it comes from 
young casuals and amateurs. 


Back of that shocking statistic lies 
one of the greatest social problems in 
America today: the frightening rise 
in delinquency among teen-age girls. 
During the past year, for instance, 
delinquency has doubled in Dayton, 
Ohio, almost tripled in San Francisco 
and almost quadrupled in Okla- 
homa City. Reports from cities and 
towns throughout the country show 
similar increases. 


These “victory girls” and “cuddle 
bunnies” who go uniform-hunting in 
railroad stations and wander down 
Main Street late at night looking for 
pickups are just ordinary kids who 
have been swept along by a torrent 
of wartime excitement and _ free 
spending. When they run afoul of the 
law and are asked why they are de- 
linquent, their answers are amazing- 
ly naive. The most common are: “Be- 
cause there’s nothing else to do in 
this town,” or, “Because it’s my 
patriotic duty to comfort the poor 
boys who may go overseas and get 
killed.” 


These youngsters swell the vene- 
real disease rate as tragically as if 
they were hardened professionals. 
And their youth is appalling. In one 
of the new Public Health rapid treat- 
ment centers for women, four-fifths 
of the inmates are girls in their teens; 
in another, two-thirds are under 
twenty and many are between twelve 
and fifteen. In Chicago, all of eighteen 
girls arrested on the streets in 
a clean-up drive were under eighteen 
years old, and all but two were al- 
ready infected. 


“Girls of fourteen, fifteen and six- 
teen are paying the biggest price,” 
says Dr. Janet Nelson of the USO. 
The post surgeon at a large mid- 
western air base reports: “Good-time 
girls of high school age are the 
army’s biggest problem today as a 
potential source of venereal disease.” 

In Little Rock, Arkansas, a citizens’ 


committee investigated the local situ-— 


ation. For a fortnight committee 
members watched bus stations and 
hotel lobbies; talked to girls in 
honky-tonks; walked through near- 
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by country roads. They counted 600 
young girls idling in stations or ho- 
tels, drinking in taverns, wandering 
down darkened streets. At a bus sta- 
tion near midnight they found 
twenty-three girls under seventeen 
waiting to pick up service men, and 
at 2 a. m. two girls of fourteen and 
fifteen came out with soldiers who 
asked a taxi driver how to find a 
hotel room. Eight others, three of 
them under fourteen, still wandered 
the station looking for pickups. At a 
typical hot spot late at night, 80 per 
cent of the girls were in their teens, 
10 per cent were under fifteen. Hotel 
lobbies were crowded with uniform- 
struck youngsters. “The girls in this 
town,” said a high school boy, “are 
simply khaki-wacky.” 

There are similar conditions in 
hundreds of normal American towns. 
In Portland, Maine, 3,500 sailors at a 
time hit town on leave, and there 
has been an alarming increase in 
venereal infections. The police blot- 
ter coldly records human tragedies: 
a fourteen-year-old girl found in a 
hotel with a sailor; fifteen-year-olds 
soliciting on street corners; a Ssix- 
teen-year-old staggering down a 
street at 2 a. m., drinking out of a 
bottle—just average cases among the 
more than 100 teen-age girls arrested 
in six months. 

It’s too easy to blame service men 
for our zooming delinquency. Men 
don’t change when they get into uni- 
form. And uniform glamour isn’t the 
only, or the most important, cause of 
delinquency. The hard fact is that 
most girls go astray because their 
mothers are too busy or indifferent 
to keep them out of trouble. 

In Hartford, Connecticut, a better- 
than-average American factory town, 
hundreds of youngsters are left alone 
all night by parents who work on the 
“swing shift” at war plants. They 
lose touch with the parents; there is 
no one to supervise the way they 
spend their time. When schools check 
up on truancy, parents admit that 
they don’t know where their children 
are. The city’s first war-boom year 
doubled venereal cases among 
youngsters in their teens. Hartford 
mothers, proudly winning the war on 
the production line, are losing it on 
the home front. 

In jam-packed Warren Township, 
outside of Detroit, children who go 
to school on an afternoon shift have 
actually been sent out to wander the 
streets at night so that they will sleep 
late and not wake up their night- 
working parents early in the morn- 
ing. In hundreds of trailer towns and 
new housing developments near war 
plants, tired, irritable parents en- 
courage their youngsters to go down 
to Main Street into juke joints at 
night—anywhere that will get them 
out from underfoot. 

In the stress of war, leisure-class 


mothers, too, have grown careless of 
their daughters. A Phoenix, Arizona, 
citizens’ committee warned the com- 
munity that the parents of girls four- 
teen or fifteen years old seemed 
either indifferent to the danger of 
letting them run loose at night or 
unaware of the risk involved in such 
negligence. Says an army doctor at 
a western camp: “We are now, for 
the first time, giving regular blood 
tests to officers as well as men. We’ve 
been getting too many venereal con- 
tacts among girls in socially prom- 
inent families near here.” 

Illegitimacy is rising steadily. It is 
up 66 per cent in Dayton, Ohio; has 
doubled in Miami. The Florence 
Crittenden League, which cares for 
unmarried mothers, reports’ that 
more and more of them come from 
respectable homes. “The foundations 
of American family life,” says Eleanor 
Glueck, delinquency expert of Boston, 
“are being threatened as never be- 
fore.” 

Tragic as this record of careless- 
ness is, these young delinquents of 
decent families have at least a home 
to go to when they are in trouble. 
America’s most poignant girl problem 
is that of the lost girls, the run- 
aways, the teen-age migrants who are 
flooding every war production center 
and camp town today. They come 
from farms, and from the new ghost 
towns of America—those which have 
been drained of young men by the 
army or war work. They come to get 
the production-line glamour jobs 
they see in the newsreels, but they 
are often too young and inexperi- 
enced to find such employment. The 
cities to which they flock don’t know 
what to do with them; they are no- 
body’s business. 

The average age of such transient 
girls in Kansas is seventeen. In Port- 
land, Maine, police have found six- 
teen-year-old farm girls sleeping in 
automobiles because they could find 
no rooms in town. Vice drive statistics 
everywhere show that at least half 
of the problem girls come from out 
of town. 

Some of them have followed their 
beaus to the big city. Some are eu- 
phemistically listed as “soldiers’ girl 
friends.” They meet a man in one 
camp town, follow him to the next. 
Immature, lonely and bored, they find 
rooms in boarding houses, seldom see 
their men. 

Wartime delinquency is not merely 
a crop of wild oats, to be forgotten 
when family life is more stable. From 
these tragic youngsters will come our 
postwar crop of vice, disease and 
crime. 

Around America, there are towns 
which have at least made a good be- 
ginning in finding the answers to the 
problem. 

Answer One—and it is only a 
partial solution—is fairly easy. It is

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The Way of the Cross Leads Home

Text: Matt. 10:38, “He that taketh 
not his cross, and followeth after me, 
is not worthy of me.” 

How often we find this word in the 
Bible, especially in the teaching of 
Jesus. He was continually pointing to 
the cross. Although the word means 
suffering, shame, reproach and oppo- 
sitions, He was willing to bear it for 
the lost world. 

We often hear the cry from people 
that they are having a hard time 
serving God with so many trials and 
temptations, not thinking of nor con- 
sidering the oppositions our blessed 
Savior had to go through when 
He was here on earth. But He bore 
it all for the sake of others that they 
could have salvation for the soul. 
What if He had failed to carry our 
sorrows and refused to suffer? as 
most Christians are today, murmur- 
ing and complaining of what they 
have to do, or what they are asked to 
do, as though they are afraid they will 
do more than their share. Dear hearts, 
don’t complain. We are asked to bear 
it, and to do so because we love our 
Lord and to share the suffering and 
the hardships of the cross as dear 
soldiers. The cross we bear is just as 
essential to our followers today as 
Paul’s cross was to his, for we hear 
him saying, “Be ye followers of me 
as I have of Christ.” Then how could 
we follow and fail to walk in the same 
path? If we fail to do as He has said, 
we will fail to enter in that blessed 
peace and rest. Not every one that 
says, Lord, Lord, shall enter in, but 
the ones that do the will of the Father. 

Jesus didn’t promise anyone an 
easy way, but He did promise to make 
us able to overcome by not having us 
tempted over what we were able to 
bear and to make a way for our 
escape. 

“Think not that I have come to send 
peace on earth: I come not to send 
peace, but a sword. For I am come to 
set a man at variance against his 
father, and the daughter against her 
mother ... And a man’s foes shall be 
they of his own house.” 

Now, my friends, how are we to get 
by these scriptures without bearing 
the cross? or what would be any hard- 
er to bear than anyone’s family being 
against him? I have seen this in 
homes, when a poor lost one would 
get under conviction and pray through 
the whole family would hate him so 
they would not give him a good 
word, but would make fun of him in 
every way possible. If we endure this 
kind of treatment we are on our way 
to heaven. It’s the cross, and we are 
following after the One that said, 
“Take up thy cross, and follow me.” 
I wonder if we can see the meaning 
of the cross, its close fellowship with 
Jesus, as our duty to the blessed 
Savior who through suffering learned 
obedience. 

The child that is often corrected 
and held under strict control is the 
one that gives the parent the least 
trouble, and makes the best citizen 
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of the country. “Spare the rod and 
spoil the child.” Sometimes it takes 
punishment, or correction to produce 
obedience, and if we bear the cross 
with patience it is a sign we are chil- 
dren of the King. 


Jesus suffered the reproach of His 
kindred and His countrymen because 
He was teaching and instructing His 
followers to live under the shadow of 
the cross, teaching as one that had 
the authority, not as the scribes and 
Pharisees. They taught the letter and 
traditions of the elders, but Jesus 
taught the spiritual side of life, and 
what it took to be a follower of the 
Lamb. They had sacrificed many 
lambs but to know the real meaning 
of sacrifice was hidden from them 
because they had drifted far from 
God, and only had a form of worship. 


God pity the man that has lost the 
power of the Holy Ghost and fire and 
is going on in self with a mere form— 
his own time to start, own time to 
stop. with everything outlined, the 
Spirit quenched and the service tied. 
Obedience is better than sacrifice. If 
we obey the letter, the Spirit will be 
present. When the cross is rejected 
and duties neelected, the Spirit and 
power is not there. In all the trials 
and contradictions Jesus went 
through here among His people and 
relizious sects. He never. denied His 
deity, but stood right in their presence 
saying, “If any man thirst let him 
come unto me and drink. He that be- 
lieveth on me... out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water.” He 
was sveaking of the Spirit of God 
(the Holy Ghost) that they should re- 
ceive that believe on Him. His bold 
teaching is the thing that brought 
Him to the cross. 

Dear brother, if the cross is not 
heavy, just trv preaching harder on 
the duties of life, justification, sanc- 
tification and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost with the evidence of speaking 
in tongues. This will get the enemy 
stirred. He doesn’t seem to care so 
much as long as the Spirit of God 
is not in the service just how many 
times we come to the place of worship. 
The prophet of old said to break up 
the fallow ground. To do this we need 
the power of God to do the job, and 
to do it means to bear the cross. If we 
seek to please men, the cross has be- 
come of no effect. I heard a man say 
one time that every time he started 
to live for God something bad would 
happen to him or his family so he 
had decided that he wouldn’t try it 
any more, and that has been about 
twenty-five years ago and the Lord 
has permitted him to live all these 
years to give him another chance. He 
has been tricked by the devil to think 
that he couldn’t bear a little chasten- 
ing for his correction. 

Paul, in the 7th chapter of Romans, 
spoke of an unconverted man trying 
to live a good life under the law (with- 
out the new birth) but was brought 
into captivity by the law of sin which 
is in his members, and he called out, 











“O wretched man that I am; who 
shall deliver me from the body of this 
death?” He was under condemnation, 
doomed to death and no one to de- 
liver him. He was under the voice of 
sin (bondage), hadn’t come in contact 
with the yoke of Matthew 11:30 whicn 
was easy and the burden light. There 
are people that get condemnation of 
sinners mixed and confused with the 
Christian cross, while they are far 
from being the same; in other words 
they are the opposite. Condemnation 
is suffering from a guilty conscience 
over a sinful act, being brought in 
the presence of God without an ex- 
cuse; while bearing the cross is suf- 
fering for the good things that we 
do, on the other hand being persecut- 
ed, or condemned by people. 

There are people who will not yield 
to condemnation and throw off con- 
viction though they know they need 
to pray to God for pardon of their 
many sins, and if anything happens 
to them or their families they will find 
fault with God or some of His 
servants. 

While on the other hand there are 
quite a few Christians who just can- 
not bear persecutions at all. They 
don’t seem to realize that they should 
have these trials. The Apostle James 
tells us to count it all joy when we 
fall into divers temptations (trials), 
knowing that the trying of our faith 
worketh patience. But some will not 
stand trial, and when’ persecutions 
arise they will give down and quit. 
This reminds me of the seed that fell 
in stony ground and immediately 
sprang up and when the sun came 
out withered away. I have seen so 
many people with prominent places in 
the church or in the Sunday School 
and on account of the cross (persecu- 
tion) give up in despair, quit, and in 
a short time cease to serve God at all, 
just because they shirked their duty. 

So dear hearts, if we would have 
heaven for our home, we must take 
up our cross daily and follow Jesus, 
gladly sharing the reproach and 
shame along with the blessings of 
God that so closely follow the bear- 
ing of the cross. This route will bear 
us home, for there’s no other way 
that leads to the pearly gates. “The 
way of the cross leads home.”

Following out a plan of campaign 
mapped by high-priced promotion ex- 
perts after long consideration and 
study, the crafty liquor interests have 
launched their propaganda to build 
up the traffic in the minds of the 
reading public.

His first object, of course, is to tell 
how good the liquor trade is, but 
“The Old Judge” never misses a 
chance to cast suspicion and ridicule 
at all. dry laws, and upon all indi- 
viduals and groups who advocate any 
kind of restriction on the sale of 
liquor. 

Reports indicate that this liquor 
advertising is to flood all towns and 
small city areas of 50,000 population 
and under, in 26 states, with approxi- 
mately five million columns weekly of 
this not too transparent liquor adver- 
tising. 

The statements made in this series 
of what “The Old Judge Says” are so 
full of misrepresentation that people 


all over the nation -are protesting to: 


their local newspapers against what 
many consider a betrayal of public 
confidence. 

Fred D. L. Sauires, Research Counsel 
for the American Business Men’s Re- 
search Foundation, Chicago, has pre- 
pared a series of answers to the 
“claims” made by “The Old Judge,” 
and recentlv printed in The Union 
Signal, as follows:

(4) that liquor taxes save 
man and woman in the country 
$25 ...a year”; 

(5) that the Government might not 
be able to win the war if we

(8) that “schools, hospitals, and the 
like” will suffer if liquor is not 
sold legally in a community;

ness “stooping ’em (whiskev and 

beer retailers) from selling liauor 
anywhere near Army camps”;

loon should be suspended for the 
duration ... “We’ve all got our 
hands full to win this war with- 
out starting up an argumént we 
just got through settling a few 
years back.” 

Briefly, let us consider the claims 
made by this ingratiating, judicial 
“Charlie McCarthy” created by the 
whiskey propagandists to counteract 
the public sentiment which is now 
growing by leaps and bounds against 
the sabotage promoted by the liquor 
trade. 

Stripped of their verbal trimmings 
and their assumed bucolic back- 
eround. these claims become: 
CLAIMS (1 and 2): Just how patriotic 

is the whisky trade.—“working day 

and niaht” for the Government? 

ANSWER: If the accepted defini- 
tion of patriotism be “devotion to the 
welfare of one’s country,” the distillers 
are anything but patriotic. Under 
their assumed cloak of patriotism, 
they continue their deadly devasta- 
tion of human life without gualm of 
conscience for the danger they are 
creating. 

The distillers are not “working day 
and night” for anv self-sacrificing 
impulse, but for full value received 
from the G~:ernment, while at the 
same time t ey continue to net their 
usual profits from the unrestricted 
sales of whisky day by day through 
the taverns, cabarets, and roadhouses 
of the entire country, with sufficient 
stock in their bonded warehouses to

last “for the duration.” (At least for 

three to four years!) 

CLAIM (3): Does the alcoholic bever- 
age traffic pay “more taxes than 
any other industry’? 


ANSWER: Regarding this, the 
trade’s favorite claim, three things 
should be said, which the phrase, 
“more taxes than any other in- 
dustry,” astutely conceals: 

No other trade or business cost the 
people so much: 

(a) in money spent for booze,—near- 
ly $3 for every $1 paid in liquor 
taxes— 

(b) in cost of crime, accidents, dis- 
ease, disorder, and destitution 
caused by liquor, at a conserva- 
tive estimate of $4 for every $1 
of liquor tax. 

(c) All the taxes paid by the liquor 
traffic represent less than 10 per 
cent of the total Federal income 
in 1942. 

In other words, the liquor traffic— 
dangerous, damaging, menacing to 
public interest, pays back to the Gov- 
ernment approximately less than 13 
cents for every dollar of its cost to 
the people and its diversion of 
purchasing power from legitimate in- 
dustry. 

CLAIM (4): If were not for the taxes 
on alcoholic beverages, “every man 
and woman in the country would 
have to pay about $25 more taxes a 
year. You and Sue would have to 
pay about $25 more in some form 
of tax.” 


ANSWER: “The Old Judge” failed 
to point out, however, that so long 
as the liquor traffic exists, the average 
per capita cost for these beverages, 
for every man, woman, and child in 
the United States, is $30.69 annually, 
while another per capita charge aver- 
aging at least $30 yearly has to be 
assessed to aid in taking care of the 
cost of crime, accidents, disease, in- 
efficiency, and lowering of living 
standards caused by the legalized 
liquor trade. 

If the liquor trade were abolished, 

each family in America could have 
an average of about $186 more to 
spend for necessities and luxuries, or 
to put into War Bonds or War Stamps 
for the mutual benefit of the country 
and for members of the family them- 
selves. 
CLAIM (5): Is it true that “The Gov- 
ernment simply wouldn’t be able to 
get all the alcohol it needs” were it 
not for the whisky distilleries? 

ANSWER: First of all, the Govern- 
ment, and the people as well, would 
be able to win the war far more surely 
and no doubt far more speedily if the 
whisky traffic and its beer and wine 
allies were banned “for the duration,” 
so far as the sale of alcoholic bever- 
age is concerned. No alien enemy sab- 
otage or “fifth columnist” activity is 
more constantly a potential threat to 
national success. 

In the second place, the beverage

distilleries greatly exaggerate their 
importance even in the alcohol-for- 
munitions field. The Government is 
in need of something more than a 
billion gallons of alcohol yearly for 
war purposes, and the whisky dis- 
tilleries, working at top speed, can 
supply only about 25 per cent. More 
than a third of the remainder al- 
ready is being turned out by the in- 
dustrial alcohol producers who make 
no whisky, but are kept busy at all 
times filling the alcohol demand for 
commercial and scientific purposes. 

The remainder of the problem is in 
process of solution through the es- 
tablishment of industrial alcohol 
plants which will use grains and, in 
time, any other products in meeting 
the requirements of the new syn- 
thetic rubber projects. 

Non-beverage industrial alcoho! 
production for legitimate commercial 
use grew to an outstanding industry 
during the National Prohibition 
period. The steadily increasing de- 
mand for industrial alcohol certainly 
long since would have utilized all 
whisky distillery equipment if the 
Eighteenth Amendment had not been 
disturbed. “Repeal” prevented this, 
and thus in a measure retarded the 
expansion of the legitimate alcohol 
industry. 

CLAIM (6): The whisky makers 
brusquely declare that they require 
“a lot of manpower” even though 
“men are mighty scarce and get- 
tin’ more so all the time.” 
ANSWER: According to the United 

States Census, the distillers in the 

country employed 4,091 persons in 

1939. Probably, a few more may be 

needed for the present full-time Gov- 

ernment job which the distillers now 
are carrying on. 

So much for the “lot of manpower” 
now being required for the produc- 
tion of alcohol for legitimate pur- 
poses. But what the whisky makers’ 
“Old Judge” fails to mention in this 
connection is that there are between 
400,000 and 500,000 persons employed 
in the retail sale of whisky and other 
alcoholic beverages which, by no 
stretch of the imagination, could be 
regarded as a wartime essential busi- 
ness. 

CLAIM (7): “The whisky industry 
never has used a single pound of 
sugar to make whisky. The boot- 
leggers were the only ones who used 
sugar to make whisky.” 

ANSWER: For once “The Old 
Judge” is correct so far as this state- 
ment goes, but it conceals far more 
than it reveals. For it carefully omits 
reference to the fact that the whisky 
makers in 1941, before the war ban 
had been placed upon their produc- 
tion, consumed no less than 1,679,397,- 
878 pounds (839,698.5 tons) of other- 
wise nutritious grains, corn, rye, 
barley, etc. In addition, the whisky 


makers use 3,528,327 gallons of mo-— 


lasses and some 250,000 pounds of 
other materials. 

(In the manufacturing of whisky 
and other alcoholic beverages, beer 
and wines, in 1941, the liquor trade 
confiscated from wholesome food use 
no less than 6,284,070,110 pounds, or 
3,142,035 tons of grains, fruits, sugars, 
sirups and molasses. In the making of 
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beer alone, 67,500 tons of sugars and 


sirups were consumed. “The Old 

Judge” says nothing about all this.) 

CLAIM (8): “Schools, hospitals and 
the like” will suffer if liquor is not 
sold legally in a community.(!) 


ANSWER: According to “Old Judge” 
Bourbon, the sale of whisky furnished 
the “needed taxes for schools, hos- 
pitals, and the like,”’—so what would 
the poor dry community do withovt 
the legalized tavern! Does “The Old 
Judge” and his CABI backers think 


‘that American civilization must de- 


pend upon liquor money to carry on? 
No one knows better than the liquor 
interests that all the taxes they pay 
to the Government—Federal, state, 
and local alike—amount to only a 
very small fraction of the economic 
waste caused by their “trade,” to say 
nothing of the social demoralization 
and moral degradation that every- 
where accompanies it. 





CLAIM (9): Legalized liquor “de- 
creases crime.” 

ANSWER: “The Old Judge” asserts 
that the “three states that still have 
Prohibition have a worse crime record 
than the whole rest of the country.” 
No figures are given and no state- 
ment is made as to what sort of crime 
is referred to but, for the benefit of 
“The Old Judge,” and the many be- 
wildered readers of the CABI ads, let 
this be said: Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation official records of cities 
since repeal show that arrests for 
drunkenness, for driving while in- 
toxicated, for disorderly conduct, and 
for liquor law violations, have in- 
creased 78.8 per cent per 100,000 pop- 
ulation (from 1932 to 1941 inclusive). 
Arrests for drunkenness alone have 
increased from 831.1 per 100,000 to 
1716.3 per 100,000, while arrests for 
driving while intoxicated increased 
99.7 in the same years. 

Whatever may be the basis for “The 
Old Judge’s” claim of crime in the 
three so-called dry states, it must not 
be forgotten that since repeal the 
liquor crowd has broken down the 
dry laws so as to make beer legal in 
all these once bone-dry areas. But the 
record of ligquor’s comeback in the 
rest of the country, as noted above, 
shows what a complete breakdown of 
morals and law and orders has fol- 
lowed the return of booze to legal 
standing. 

CLAIM (10): Repeal has reduced 
fatal highway accidents. 
ANSWER: “The Old Judge” is made 

to say that “the first six years of re- 

peal showed 12 per cent less deaths 
from automobile accidents than dur- 
ing the last six years of Prohibition.” 

This is about the only specific 
statement made in the entire “Old 
Judge” series. It is contradicted by 
the record reported by the National 
Safety Council. Its figures on page 
82 of “Accidents Facts” (1941 edition) 
show that during the first six years 
of repeal (1934 to 1939 inclusive) 
there were 215,170 highway deaths 
reported, while during the last six 
years of National Prohibition (1928 
to 1933 inclusive) the record shows 
186.629 deaths; or 28,541 less in the 
last six years of Prohibition than dur- 
ing the first six years of the repeal 
period. In 1940 and 1941 approximate- 
ly 75,000 more deaths were reported; 
a record that runs some 19,000 higher 
than any two years in the National 
Prohibition period.

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~— Che Rivers of Salvation

Text: John 7:38,39, “He that be- 
lieveth on me, as the scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall flow rivers 
of living water. (But this spake he of 
the Spirit, which they that believe 
on Him shall receive; for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because 
Jesus was not yet glorified.) 

The great need of today is a Spirit- 
filled life. The need of the hour is the 
presence of the third person of the 
Godhead. The need of the Church and 
each individual today is to tarry for 
power, for the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. 

1. All rivers have a beginning. 


Some are short and some long but 
this does not change the fact that 
they have a beginning. Some are wide 
and some narrow, but they must have 
a beginning. Some deep and some 
shallow, but all alike have a begin- 
ning. No one could conceive of a river 
without a beginning. Two things are 
necessary, a downpour and an up- 
springing. It takes the downpour to 
start the river. One must experience 
of the downpour of the thunder 
and the outpour of the _ Spirit 
of God. Also in rivers it is neces- 
sary to have springs at its head, 
bubbling and boiling and overflowing. 
We must first have the well of salva- 
tion in us, springing up unto eternal 
life; then the rivers of living water 
overflowing, which is the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. After we have re- 
ceived the blessing of Christian per- 
fection or perfect love, the old man 
being crucified and nailed to the 
cross, we are entitled to the endue- 
ment with power. 


2. Rivers have inlets. 

First, rivers must have an inlet or 
channel through which the water 
flows into the river. The birth of the 
Spirit is just a spring. The spring 
alone can never make the river. It 
takes the creek also. So it takes the 
downpour or baptism of the Holy 
Ghost to make a river. We must keep 
all flood gates raised so the Spirit 
can fill our lives completely. By doing 
SO we grow in grace. As a river grows 
in size, as it takes in waters from all 
sources, and several rivers coming to- 
gether makes a river of water, so is 
this experience. It is rivers of living 
water. Many people grow in grace like 
the wasp grows in size. The longer he 
grows, the smaller he gets. Some peo- 
ple say, “I have been growing in grace 
for forty years and am still a sinner.” 
No, the truth is, they have never got- 
ten into grace. You must get into 
grace before you can grow in grace. 
You can’t grow into grace any more 
than you can swim into the river. You 
have to first get into the water and do 
your swimming after you are in. So 
it is in growing in grace. You must be 
into grace first. Thank God, I got in- 
to His wonderful grace four years 
ago and have been growing in grace 
ever since, and at the same time get- 
ting a better knowledge of Jesus. 2 
Peter 3:18 tells us to grow in grace 
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and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ, so you see it is 
the ones who are saved that are in 
grace and have a knowledge of Jesus 
as Savior and are commanded to 
grow. It is after we are born again we 
become babes in Christ, then we are 
to desire the milk of the Word in 
order that we may grow thereby. If 
one is healthy, he grows physically. 
If we are healthy Christians, we will 
grow spiritually. If we are healthy we 
have a good appetite to eat, and a 
good digestion. If we grow as Chris- 
tians, we must eat and digest spiritual 
food, otherwise we cannot grow. 


3. All rivers overflow. 

All rivers overflow at sometime to 
cleanse themselves of the drift and 
trash that has collected about the 
edge and on the banks. All rivers flow 
steadily throughout the year, but at 
certain times the tide rises and they 
overflow. So is the life that is filled 
with the Spirit. When the river runs 
along calmly people pay little atten- 
tion to it, but when it overflows it ex- 
cites and astonishes the people of the 
world. As on the day of Pentecost, 
the people were astonished. People 
try to build levies and dams and cut 
ditches to control the river, but in 
spite of it all the river overflows. The 
devil may build dams and _ levies 
around you, set traps for you, and dig 
ditches for you to fall into, but if 
your life is filled with the Spirit, God 
will anoint your head with oil and 
your cup will run over. The devil can’t 
any more control a Spirit-filled life 
than man can the river. Let the Spirit 
of God control us. 


4. Rivers have outlets. 

Rivers let out as they take in. If 
they did not have an outlet they 
would become stagnant. They take in 
all they can to send it out to bless 
the world. Rivers are unselfish. The 
Dead Sea takes in but refuses to send 
out. Many people are willing to re- 
ceive, but not willing to give. The Dead 
Sea contains no life, for it is dead. It 
does not send out anything to help 
any one. The river is alive because it 
both gives and receives. 

5. Rivers carry burdens. 

They are burden bearers. Large 
logs, ships and boats rest upon the 
breast of rivers. We are to be burden 
bearers, for in bearing burdens we 
are made stronger as the river is 
made to expand by the burden which 
it carries. 

6. Rivers have given channels in 
which to run. 

They are always found in the same 
place, not here today and somewhere 
else tomorrow; not too narrow, but 
are withdrawn from the whole world, 
as the Christian is separated from 
the world. 


7. Rivers never end. 

Politics rise and fall. All earthly 
things begin and end. Kingdoms rise 
and fall. But rivers run on and on. 
Earthly things close or end, but the 
rivers of salvation never run dry. They 
have a beginning but no end, for God’s 
plan of salvation is everlasting. In 
Heb. 5:9 we are told that Jesus be- 
came the author of eternal salvation 
and as far as God is concerned it 
runs on and on. If we keep surren- 
dered to His will, this river of salva- 
tion, which is living waters or the 
water of life, the thing which gives 
and sustains life, will flow freely in 
our souls. If you don’t know Him, seek 
Him now. If you do know Him, stay 
close to Him every day.

to do a clean, courageous job of polic- 
ing. Vice suppression helps: more 
than 350 red-light districts have been 
closed in American communities dur- 
ing this emergency, with an accom- 
panying decline in the professional 
vice that is always recruiting inex- 

perienced young girls. 

Curfews—tried by many towns— 
sometimes help, though they tend to 
hide rather than to cure trouble. 
Close supervision of eating and drink- 
ing places is necessary. In many a 
town, hotel and liquor men, anxious 
to keep their business clean, keep 
young girls out of bars and lobbies. 

In St. Joseph, Missouri, all minors 
found by police in suspect drinking 
and dancing places must give their 
names and addresses. Their families 
are informed of the dangers involved, 
the hot spots are warned or punished. 
As a result, delinquency and illegiti- 
macy have dropped. 

Answer Two goes further toward 
the root of the problem. It is to give 
forgotten, restless girls the right kind 
of wartime responsibility and the 
right kind of adolescent fun. Four- 
teen-year-olds, like adults, need to 
feel that they are helping to win the 
war, that they have a responsibility 
as Americans. Children’s jobs like tin- 
can collecting, however, will not satis- 
fy them. The high school Victory 
Corps, the Y.W.C.A. and other organi- 
zations are training youngsters for 
important work such as that of nurse’s 
aide. 

And girls of this age need an adult 
kind of fun, a chance to meet boys 
_in a protected and yet romantic at- 

mosphere. High school girls are left 
out in most community recreation 
programs. It is no accident that 
Wichita and Buffalo, with outstand- 
ing recreation facilities for girls, have 
low delinquency rates. The town of 
Troy, Ohio, meets honky-tonk com- 
petition with its Recreation Rooms, 
where boys and girls find soft lights, 
cokes, Gene Krupa records and room 
to dance, minus the drink, tough 
talk—and the dangers—of the tav- 
erns. 

But the root of the problem lies 
in the American home. Back of every 
delinquent girl, every tragedy of 
promiscuity and disease, stands the 
shadow of delinquent parents. Every 
father in uniform leaves a double re- 
sponsibility with his wife; every 
mother on the production line has a 
double job to do. America’s mothers 
today must become more deeply con- 
scious of the importance of family 
life; if they do not, too many of our 
mothers of the future will have a 
sordid background of immorality and 
venereal disease.

They 
would take away man’s free moral 
agency, nis power oI cnoice, his sense 
OI rignt and wrong; and would say 
to Cnrist, “They didn’t have chances 
enough and time enough on eartn to 
get saved; now get ofi Your throne 
and go back down to hell and set 
their imprisoned spirits free and 
glorify Your name thereby.” But 
God’s commandments to men every- 
where since the day of Christ is that 
they repent. No chances after death 
are promised to people who have lived 
since Christ. If He has seen fit in His 
wisdom and mercy to save those after 
death who lived in a time of ignorance 
He winked at, what is that to thee? 
Seek the Lord and accept Him. His 
commandment to thee is to repent— 
THAT OR ELSE. 

Not for my head, my heart, and my 
hands would I dare minimize on the 
DRAWING POWER of my Christ. His 
is the greatest power for good in all 
the world, but this power is limited 
to our faith in Him who possesseth 
this power. This drawing power is so 
great that it drew demons out of tor- 
mented humans and clothed them in 
their right minds and sent them home 
rejoicing; so great it drew the stop- 
pers out of ears that were deaf and 
they were made to hear; so great 
that it could stretch a small basket 
of loaves and fishes out to feed five 
thousand and save twelve baskets of 
fragments left; so great that a woman 
who was drawn double by the devil 
was drawn straight by the Lord; so 
great that men with warped, twisted 
lives and characters have been 
straightened out and are now living 
lives that are beautiful; SO GREAT 
that it is INDESCRIBABLY GREAT. 

I do not deny that the drawing 
power of Christ is universal in its 
scope, neither do I deny that it is 
individual in its application, but I do 
conscientiously contend that “All men 
are drawn unto Him.” But that only 
a few of them accept Him and only 
those who accept Him are saved. “But 
to as many as received him to them 
gave he power to become the sons of 
God.” John 1:12. “Even to them that 
believe on his name.” The drawing 
power of Christ reaches in some way 
or other all men. In what way is 
God’s business—not ours. “For the 
grace of God that bringeth salvation 
hath appeared to all men.” Titus 2:11.
